a mother," "and since his birth we 
have tried to teach him to be in- 
dependent and tried very haa'd not 
to humor him.

months, however, he Had developed 
the habit of bursting 
into tears 


whenever he is left alone in a room. 
He will play very nicely in his pen 
until we leave the room; then he 
goes into a spasm ol' rage and sor- 
row combined. We Have made it a 
practice to ignore these 
practices 


and go about our duties, but I find 
that he keeps up this crying for 
hours—always until 
he is taken 


with u-s. He seems so shaken ana 
sorrowful when I do go to Him that 
I feel as though I should have your 
advice on this problem. 


"Also is there any way whereby I 


might train him to sleep till'at least 
seven o'clock In the morning? He 
awakens anywhere from four-thirty 
to six. In this way he makes it im- 
possible for me to get my proper 
rest, even if I do not pick him up.
